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The Mail Vote Starts In April 


BOUT April 1 ballots will be mailed to all 

members of the National Conference of Social 
Work who are eligible to vote or may become 
eligible before the Cleveland meeting. 


Section 8 of the By-Laws provides that: “Any 
person may vote at any annual meeting of the 
National Conference of Social Work, provided (1) 
that he is a member in good standing at the time 
of such meeting, and (2) that he was a member 
in good standing at the last preceding annual 
meeting. However, if he was not in good stand- 
ing at the time of such meeting by reason of non- 
payment of dues, then subsequent payment of 
such dues shall satisfy the requirements of this 
sub-section. (The interpretation of the last sen- 
tence by the Election Committee held that it 
applies only to persons having a record of previous 
membership. It does not permit one who never 
has been a member until this year to acquire the 
voting privilege by paying last year’s fee.) 


“Any institutional member, or any institution 
which is a contributing member as defined in 
Article I of these By-Laws, may cast its vote at 
any annual meeting of the Conference by desig- 
nating any member of its board or staff who shall 
appear personally to cast the said ballot.” 


Ballots may be returned in either of two ways— 
by mail to the Conference office in Columbus, 
provided they are received in the office by May 8, 
or they may be deposited at a specified polling 
place in Conference headquarters in Cleveland 
before the polls close, Tuesday, May 23, at 5:00 
p. m. According to the By-Laws, “Ballots returned 
by mail must be signed by the voter and shall be 
discarded as invalid if received without such sig- 
nature. A majority vote determines the winner 
of the election.

The Committee on Nominations is anxious to 
receive as many suggestions as possible. It is only 
as they are able to include persons in their report 
who have been suggested in this way that they 
can have the satisfaction of knowing that their 
report expresses the wishes of Conference mem- 
bers. 


The report of the Committee on Nominations 
will be submitted at the 1944 meeting in Cleve- 
land for election at the meeting in 1945. 


1945 Meeting Place 


NDER war conditions the usual procedures 

for the selection of a time and place for the 
Annual Meeting can not be followed. One can not 
foresee how conditions are going to be a year and 
a half hence. Under ordinary conditions the 1945 
meeting should be held somewhere along the 
Atlantic seaboard. At the present time it is ex- 
tremely doubtful that arrangements can _ be 
worked out for that. The Time and Place Com- 
mittee, Miss Merle MacMahon of Dayton, Ohio, 
Chairman, would be glad to hear from cities in 
any section of the country that feel that by 1945 
they would be glad to entertain an annual meet- 
ing. Detailed information concerning require- 
ments and so on may be secured from the Confer- 
ence office.

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A WAR CONFERENCE — 71st ANNUAL MEETING 


HE 71st Annual Meeting of the National Con- 

ference of Social Work will be held in Cleve- 
land, Ohio, May 21-27. It will be a war Conference 
and held under war conditions. Those who attend 
will be there for business and business only. Those 
who might in normal times attend for other rea- 
sons are urged not to come this year. Housing 
will not be as comfortable but the housing com- 
mittee will make every effort to secure reasonably 
good accommodations for those who plan to be 
present. The Municipal Auditorium has been en- 
gaged as Conference Headquarters and the ma- 
jority of meetings will be held in that building. 
Other meetings will be held in the public space 
of the various cooperating hotels. The Conference 
is reverting to its former period of an entire week 
which with the Associate Groups that meet ahead 
of time will extend thé total period over some ten 
days. Past experience convinces us that this will 
spread the necessary travel over a longer period 
and hence will not create such a peak load as a 
more concentrated period. 


Because it is a war Conference those respon- 
sible for program building are developing their 
plans in three main areas. First is the service to 
men in the service and their families, second is 
the maintenance of a strong home front and third 
a look ahead to some of the problems growing out 
of the war in which the field of social work will 
be faced as the end of the war approaches and the 
days of peace follow. The regular five Sections, 
Social Case Work, Social Group Work, Community 
Organization, Social Action and Public Welfare 
Administration will hold their usual quota of 
meetings. In addition three Special Committees 
have been organized. One on the Problems of 
Migration, Myron Falk, Chairman, will give spe- 
cial emphasis to migratory problems growing out 
of demobilization of war industries and also some 
of the tasks that will be involved in the resettle- 
ment of refugees in foreign countries. The Com- 
mittee on Social Hygiene, Ray Everett, Washing- 
ton, D. C., Chairman, will discuss not only the 
immediate problems of social protection but some 
of the broader aspects of the social hygiene move- 
ment in this country. The Committee on Youth 
Problems, Robert Taber, Philadelphia, Chairman, 
will give special emphasis to juvenile delinquency 
and a look ahead to the questions that our young 
people many of whom have gone into war industry 
will be facing when peace comes. A fourth group- 
ing will give the National War Services, the 
American Red Cross, United Service Organiza- 
tions, United Seamens Service, Office of Civilian 


Defense and the National War Fund an opportu- 
nity to present their programs, plans and prob- 
lems. It is too early to give detailed subject mat- 
ter and speakers now. These will be published in 
the Preliminary Program that is issued as the 
April Bulletin of the Conference and will be avail- 
able approximately April 1. 


Practically all of the regular Associate Groups 
are planning programs although some of them 
have reduced the number of meetings. Here again 
the emphasis is in the three major fields sug- 
gested above with special reference to organiza- 
tional responsibilities. 


The General Sessons after careful consideration 
by the Program Committee are being planned at 
the moment as follows: The Presidential Address 
will consider social work as it was during the first 
world war, its developments since then and the 
ways in which it is facing its responsibilities in 
this world war and in the days ahead. On Monday 
evening Max Lerner will return to our Conference 
platform on the subject “A Nation Worthy of 
Heroes.” Tuesday evening will be devoted to for- 
eign relief and rehabilitation and Wednesday eve- 
ning to the social responsibility of management 
and labor in the post war world. Thursday evening 
of Conference week will be given over to Asso- 
ciate Group meetings and on Friday evening the 
selected subject is “A Constructive Attitude 
Toward Problems of Minorities.” The final Gen- 
eral Session on Saturday morning is on “The 
Future for Social Work” and Leonard Mayo, Dean, 
School of Applied Social Sciences, Western Re- 
serve University will be the speaker. 


Let it be emphasized again that this is a war 
Conference. Social work leadership feeling the 
need for the exchange of experience and the 
opportunities for conferring with leadership from 
other sections of the country in order to carry 
on their work in a better way will be welcome. 
People planning to attend are strongly urged to 
secure their hotel accommodations in advance 
using the blank published elsewhere in this Bulle- 
tin. There are very few single rooms available 
and so far as possible arrangements should be 
made to share a room with some other person 
attending the Conference. Also it is very impor- 
tant that where necessary railroad reservations 
are secured for both the going and returning trip 
they are gotten well in advance. 


Complete information about this War Confer- 
ence will be published in the April Bulletin avail- 
able about April 1.

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TREASURER’S REPORT 


E submit herewith the financial statements 

for the fiscal year January 1 to December 
31, 1943, and the budget estimates for the year 
1944. The usual seven statements are attached 
herewith. 


Statement No. 1 shows the total assets and lia- 
bilities as of December 31, 1943. Statement No. 2 
shows a!l cash receipts and expenditures for the fis- 
cal period. The total cash receipts were $54,205.38 
and the total cash expenditures were $46,469.00 
leaving a cash balance in the bank on December 31 
of $7,736.38. The only outstanding liability of the 
Conference is a bill for the 1943 Proceedings which 
we have estimated at the budget balance allowed, 
namely, $5,342.69. This figure will be very close 
to the actual bill when it is received according to 
the estimates given us by the Columbia Univer- 
sity Press early in the fall. After making due 
allowance for this bill, all other bills having been 
paid, it leaves a total balance to carry over to the 
new year of $2,393.69. 


No. 3 is the budget statement of the operating 
account showing the budget for 1943 as revised 
by action of the Executive Committee at its June 
and October meetings and our actual 1943 budget 
income and expenditures. In the latter have been 
included, properly distributed the estimate for the 
1943 Proceedings bill of $5,342.69. The income 
for the year was $39,903.75 and our expenditures 
$35,611.00. The third column on Statement No. 3 
are the budget estimates for 1944. Included in the 
salary item is an additional stenographer at 
$125.00 a month. 


Statements No. 4 and No. 5 show the actual 
receipts and expenditures in the annual meeting 
account, the budget statements and the budget 
estimates for 1944. In comparing the budget and 
actual experience for 1943 with the estimates for 
1944 it should be borne in mind that the 1943 
estimates were based on three regional meetings, 
one of which was not held. The 1944 budget is 
based on one annual meeting with an estimated 
registration of 4,000. This is about one-half of 
what we would expect in a normal year for a meet- 
ing held in Cleveland. It is extremely difficult to 
make estimates for this year’s annual meeting. 
The probable attendance is any person’s guess. 
Our estimate is 4,000. It might be less and it could 
well be considerably more. Because of the local 
situation in Cleveland and the fact that the Con- 
vention Bureau and hotels are not paying local 
bills or furnishing the Auditorium as they would 
under ordinary circumstances we have had to 
include an item of $500.00 for rental of the Music 


Hall for our General Sessions. It is the only hal] 
available that will anywhere near seat a crowd 
for that purpose. This budget represents our best 
estimates that can be made at this time. The 
Conference greatly appreciates the generous coop- 
eration of the Associate Groups that contributed 
some $400.00 to help meet bills incurred at Cleve. 
land. 

It is appropriate at this time to make a report 
on the results of the special campaign conducted 
by mail during the fall for funds to meet a pros. 
pective deficit at the end of this fiscal year in the 
operating account. The fact that the Conference 
closes the year with all bills paid or provided for 
and a balance shows that this campaign was a 
success. Up to December 31, 363 different people 
or organizations responded to the appeal produc- 
ing a total of $3,576.50. Of this total $2,266.50 
were outright contributions, $349.00 were in. 
creases in classification of membership and $322.00 
represent new memberships. $639.00 were re- 
newals of 1944 memberships sent in with a con- 
tribution or an increase in membership. Fifty-two 
persons and organizations interpreted our letter 
of appeal as a bill for renewal. Outstanding among 
the contributions was one for $500.00 received 
from the Columbia Foundation of San Francisco. 
The Conference has made special acknowledgment 
of our appreciation to all persons who have re- 
sponded to this letter of appeal. 


The steady loss year by year over the past few 
years in the total number of paid up memberships 
is giving us considerable concern. The comparison 
should be made between the membership of 1939 
which was the first year under our present system 
of attendance fees instead of a minimum member- 
ship for registration at the Conference and the 
present time. We have had a total loss of 1,255 
members or 19.7 per cent. To some extent and in 
some years this has been made up by the large 
number of non member attendance fees and that 
portion of this fee that is allocated to our operat- 
ing budget. It also should be noted that the mem- 
bership renewal rate has increased each year. 
However, the answer to this problem lies we 
believe in the reestablishment of and consistent 
work with local area committees that were well 
under way in 1941. In the fall of 1941 Major 
Camp, Membership Secretary, left the staff to go 
into military service. We have been holding his 
position open for him and he is anxious to return 
at the close of the war. At the same time it was 
not possible to continue as thorough service both

in organizing new area committees and working 
with those already organized withthe limited staff 
and time available. During 1943 this work had 
to be dropped practically entirely.

The staff plans to do what 
it can, time available, to rebuilding area commit- 
tees so far as it can be done by correspondence 
and incident to other trips that must be taken. 
We are convinced from our experience that the 
best way to secure new and continuing member- 
ships is through the local approach and the devel- 
opment of real ways and means of membership 
participation throughout the year in Conference 
affairs. 

The Conference is in sound condition financially. 
It goes into the year 1944 with a determination 
to render the best possible service to the field of 
social work. This is only possible as members 
stand by and help to meet the problems many of 
which are unknown now that will be faced during 
the year.
